The total number of 
unfilled car requisitions on August 1, 
1917, was 77,207, whereas the total 
number of unfilled car requisitions on 
August I, 1919, was only 19,271. 
The number of freight cars in ser­ 
vice and not withdrawn from repairs 
on July 1, 1917, was 1,983,000. 
The 
number 6t freight cars in service and 
not withdrawn for repairs on July 
if 1019, was 2,086,000. 
The very fact of unified control of 
all ihe railroads has tended to concen­ 
trate the comments upon any inabili­ 
ty to perform one hundred per cent of 
the transportation required, but 
the 
foregoing figures show that the sit­ 
uation during and at the end of July, 
1919, was very much betie rthan in 
the corresponding period in 1917. Jit 
is believed this fact ought to be borne 
in mind by the public in "appraising 
the existing car service conditions.

On the contra­ 
ry, extraordinary efforts are bmng 
put foigh to seeure the greatest pos­ 
sible improvement.

BELGRADE, Sept. 17.—Serbia ha* 
emerged; from the war a country of 
orphan*. 
There* are 206,000 children 
who have lost bot htheir parents, and 
about 300,000 igore j^ e bereft of 
either their fathers or mother*. These 
figures have beon copiled by Ameri­ 
can Red Croes workers from the lat­ 
est records of the Serbian Education­ 
al Department. 
In some towns of only 10,000 popu­ 
lation there are from 2,000 to 3,000 
orphans. 
The occupation of Serbia 
for three years by the enemy and 
the subsequent deportations combined 
with the great retreat of the army in 
1915, carrying some 500,000 civilians 
in its wake, 
separated 
numberless 
children from their parents. 
Red Cross workers visiting towns 
with relief supplies food and clothing 
have found many instances of fam­ 
ilies attempting to care for two or 
three children of towospeopel who 
have died or been deported. 
In 
instances groups of children from one 
or morp families have been found liv­ 
ing together in ruined houses, the 
older ones caring for the younger. 
“It in not at all uncommon on j 
morning round* to find among fhc 
new arrivals of the night before ai 
the concentration camps for refugee 
mother* and children, several who 
have died of cold and starvation the 
night before,” said Miss Clara I^wis, 
of Chippewa F^ll*, Wis., chief of the 
orphanage at Belgrade. 
The Americans seeking to relieve 
distress in many orphan centres were 
at first surprised when mother» re­ 
fused to be parted from their children 
so that the latter could be sent to i 
Cross hospitals for treatment. 
But 
it became understandable when they 
learned that these same mothers had 
lost two or three other children by 
separation in the last th?*ee years.

It consisted of the plot mapped out 
n scenes, each scene showing the ac­ 
ión of the players in the different 
nvironments. 
In the early days, of the 
motion 
ñcture (I refer to the period of 
even or eight years ago) it was not 
i very difficult task to write a eon- 
inuity sheet or working script for 
he average director. But little train- 
ng was required. 
They ran aoout 
S scenes to the picture. 
The cost of a picture in those day* 
-as from $300 to $800. If a director 
pent $1,000 he was liable to disims- 
al. 
Compare these prices with ‘ln- 
oleiance” and “The Daughter of the 
;od3,” costing 
approximately 
$1,- 
00,000 each. 
Motion picture companies at 
this 
time produced versions of books or 
stage play* without question or per­ 
mission. 
When a director wanted to 
produce ‘The Little Minister,” or any 
other stage play, if he wanted to put 
on one of the best sellers, he simply 
went ahead and did so, without asking 
or securing any one’s permission. No 
notice whatever was taken of 
the 
copyright. 
The screen was not talf- 
en seriously at all. 
In fact, it was 
ridiculed. 
How different it is now 
in regard to copyrights. 
Prices Advance 
The average price for a scenario 
in those days was $15 and in some in­ 
stances $25. 
As time wor on, how­ 
ever, the sgreen writer became more 
and more a factor in the motion pic­ 
ture industry. 
From an accident, he 
gradually grew into a permanent fix­ 
ture. 
Intelligence began cropping 
into 
screen stories. 
The plays developed 
first from split reelers and one reel- 
ers into two and three reels, and then 
into the feature productions of five 
and six reels 
Occasionally they ran 
more as in “Hearts of the World” 
and Joan, the Woman,” which were in 
12 reels. The average is now five and 
six reels. 
j Lighting effects by 
the 
camera 
were introduced. 
In the old days all 
the films were projecting on the screen 
in black and white only. There was 
no coloring, tinting and 
toning 
of 
films 
They hud not come into ex­ 
istence. 
Later the colors developed; 
amber, denoted night time 
within 
doors; blue indicated time of night 
outaide. 
Scenario writing improved 
likewise, and the author in preparing 
the continuity sheet had to make w 
complete in evéry detail, designating 
time, place and action. This included 
oloring.
